T is manifeſt, That a Chriſtian and Uſeful Education of the 
Children of the POOR, is very neceſſary to their Piety, 
Virtue, and honeſt Livelihood. 

Tis alſo as plain and evident, That Piety, Virtue, and an 
honeſt Way of Living, are not only of abſolute Neceſſity to their 
Happineſs both Here and Hereafter but are neceſſary alſo to the 
Eaſe and Security of all other People whatſoever : For as much 
as there is no Body but may ſtand in need of their Help, or be 
liable to receive [fork ies from them. 

But that which ought more eſpecially to be the Beginning, and 
End of Chriſtian Charity, is the Glory of God, and the Good of 
Mankind. And theſe great and moſt deſirable Ends cannot be by 
private Perſons more univerſally and effeQually ſecured, than by 
Contributing to the Chriſtian Education and uſeful bringing up 
of the Poor. 

Therefore there having of late bcen ſeveral Schools, called 
CHAKITT-SCHOOLS, Erected for that Purpoſe; namely, 
For the Education of Poor Childres 1 in the Knowleage and Practice of the 
Chriſtian Religion, as Profeſs'd and Taught in the Church of England; 
and for Teaching them ſuch other Things as are moſt ſuitable to their 
Condition : It may be of Uſe to give a ſhort Account of them, and 
to ſhew how they have been Erected, and are Governcd : That o- 
ther People ſeeing the Pratt icableneſo, as well as Charity and UVſe- 
ſulneſs thereof, may be moved to increaſe the Number of them. 
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Theſe Schools have been ſometimes proposd by the Miniſter, 
to ſome of his Pariſh; and ſometimes by 2 or 3 Perſons of a Place, 
to the Miniſter of the Pariſh, and ſuch others as they thought 


| wonlkt join with them. And when 4 or 5 had agreed thereon; 
(a) 4 Form their Way was to expreſs in a few Lines (a) the Neceſſity and 


Uſefnlneſs of the Deſign on a Roll of Parchment, and ſubſcribe 


 #{ 6Appendix. thereto ſuch Sums as each of them thought fit to pay Yearly 


(during Pleaſure) towards. the Charge : And generally the Mini- 
ſter ſubſcrib'd firſt. And the Deſign thus ſet on Foot, they ſhew'd 
the Roll to others, and thoſe to others, who ſubſcrib'd alſo as 


they thought fit. So that when the Deſign became pretty welt 


known, it commonly met with ſo good Succeſs, that the Sabferib- 
ers have been able to ſet up a School in about 7 or 8 Months 
Time. After a competent Sum of Money ſubſcribed, the next 
Thing the Subſcribers did, was their agreeing upon, and ſettling 
certain Rules and Orders for the Governing theſe Schools, for. the 


better effecting the End of the Charity, and eaſier managing the 


fame, to the Satisfaction of all concern'd, and without giving Of- 


fence. Im many Schools in and about London, the Orders are to 
the following Effect. | „ 


I. The Maſter to be Elected for this S CH OO ſhall be, 


1. A Member of the Church of England, of a ſober Life and Con- 
verſation, and not under the Age of 25 Vears. 1

AND here it may be noted, That it will be adviſeable for any 
new- elected School-Maſter to conſult with ſome of the experienc'd 
Maſters of theſe Schools, for the better: Underſtanding of his 
Duty. And it is recommended to them to communicate to ſuch 
new-ele&ed Maſter their Art, and the divers Methods of Teaching, 
and: Governing their Scholars, uſed according to the different Ca- 
 gacities, Tempers, and Inclinations of the Children. And more- 
over it will be convenient, that any ſuch new-eleted Maſter have

Liberty, on certain Days, to ſee and hear the preſent Maſters teach 
their Scholars; and upon Occaſion, to be aſſiſting to them in. 


Teaching, that he may thereby become yet more expert, and bet- 


ter qualified for the Diſcharge of his Office. The due and faith- 
ful Execution whereof, as it is a Matter of very great Importance, 
ſo it does deſerve much Commendation, and may hope to meet 
with proportionable Encouragement. 

II. The following Orders ſhall be obſerved by the Maſter and

2. To the End the chief Deſign of this School, which is for 
the Education of Poor Children in the Knowledge and Practice of the 
Chriſtian Religion, as Profeſsd and Taught in the Church of Eng- 
land, may be the better promoted: The Maſter ſhall make it his 
chief Buſineſs to inſtruct the Children in the Principles thereof, 


as they are laid down in the Church-Catechiſm; which he ſhall firſt

good Expoſition approv'd of by the Miniſter : And this ſhall be 
done conſtantly Twice a Week, that every Thing in the Cate- 
chiſm may be the more perfectly repeated and underſtood ; and 
afterwards ſhall more largely inform them of their Duty, by the 


Help of the Whole Duty of Man, Mr. Oftervald's Catechiſm, or 
fome other good Book. And the Maſter ſhall take particular 


Care of the Manners and Behaviour of the Poor Children; and 
by all proper Methods ſhall diſcourage and correct the Be- 
ginnings of Vice, and particularly Lying, Swearing, Curſing, taking 
God's Name in Vain, and the Prophanation of the Lord's-Day, &c. 
at the ſame Time minding them of ſuch Parts of the holy Scri- 
ptures, and of the Catechiſm, where thoſe Things are mentioned 
as forbidden by God, and the contrary Things as commanded : 
whereby the Children may the better remember and underſtand 
the Uſe of the holy Scriptures, and their Catechiſm, and learn to - 
govern their Lives thereby. And in general, the Maſter (in the 
Buſineſs of Religion). ſhall follow the Directions of the Miniſter.

When the Subſcriptions in any Place have pot been ſufficient for 
the Teaching and Cloathing of the Number propoſed, the Miniſter 
hath been pleas'd to preach, (or allow to be preach'd) in ſome 
Pariſhes Yearly ; in others, Quarterly; in others, Monthly; a 
Sermon or Lecture, exhorting to, or ſhewing the Neceſſity and 
A Uſefulneſs of this Charity: And the Contributions which have 
been collected at the Church-Doors on this Occaſton, have been 
conſiderably larger than upon moſt other Occaſions. And this ſeems 
to have proceeded in part from the Auditory's Obſervation of the 
viſible Improvement of the Children, in readily anſwering to their 
Catechiſm, and joining in the Common Service of the Church.

UT here, before we preſent the Reader with the Liſts of 
theſe Schools, we may take Notice, that the aforemention- 

ed Methods of ſetting up and governing the Charity-Schools 
in and about London, have been chiefly made Uſe of in ſetting 
up and governing theſe Schools, eſpecially in Cities, Corporations, 
Market-Towns, and large Villages. And where the aforemen- 
tioned Ways of ſetting up and ſupporting of Schools have been 


impracticable, others have been found out, and us d with. very 


great Succeſs. In many Places the Miniſters have put all the poor 
Children, or as many as would come, to School, at their own 
Charge: And in ſome they have taken the Trouble of teaching 
'em themſelves, gratis. In many other Places, whole Schools 
have been ſet up, and in Time clothed at the Charge of ſingle 


_ Perſons. In other Places, Perſons have been made Pariſh-Clerks, 


on Condition they would teach a certain Number of Children 
2 In others, where there hath not been a competent Num- 
of Children for a School, as alſo where they could not be 
conveniently ſpared at School-Hours, eſpecially in Harveſt- time, 
Agreements have been made with proper Perſons to teach the 


poor Children to Read, Write, and caſt Accompts by the Great, 


(that is, to give the Maſter or Miſtreſs 2s. 6d. when each Child 


can name and diſtinguiſh readily all the Letters in the Alphabet, and 


the like Sum when he can ſpell, and 55s. more when he can read 
well and diſtinctly, and ſay the Church-Catechiſm, and 15s. more when 
he can write, and caſt Accompts. Lee in the Appendix, Num. KI.] 
And at one Place Half a Poor's Rate of one Aſſeſſment, has been 
yearly appropriated to the teaching and cloathing of poor Girls. 
Again, in ſome Places Effigies or Statues of Charity-Children have 
been placed at the Church or School-Doors, with a Poor's Box near 
them, and ſuitable Texts of Scripture to excite the Alms of People 
reſorting thither, which have ſometimes been very conſiderable, and 
afforded ſeaſonable Supports to ſuch Schools. In other Places, Peo- 
ple pay more than ordinary for teaching their own Children, that 
the Maſter and Miſtreſs may teach all the Children of the Poor

This Proclamation had ſo good an Effect, that by November fol-

contribute their beſt Endeavours to promote this excellent Un- 
dertaking; and recommending it to the Miniſters and Elders of 
the Church of Scotland, to go thro' their reſpective. Pariſnes on 
ſuch Days, as the ſeveral Presbyteries ſhould. appoint, for taking 
Subſcriptions, or receiving Contributions of. Money from: ſuch 


Perſons, whoſe Hearts God ſhould incline thereunto: And“ that 
the Miniſters fhoukd take Occaſion on the Lord's-Day,. before they 


began this Work, to read and intimate this. Ad from. the Pulpir; 


to their reſpective Congregations, and to exhort and ſtir up their 
People to ſubſcribe or contribute, according to their Ability, on 


this Occaſion: And that the ſeveral Presbyteries ſhould; without 


Delay, call for, and take in Reports, from all the Minifters within 
their Bounds, containing a particular Account of the Subſcribers, 
and. Sums fubſcribed for, and Money collected in eack:Pariſh; And- 
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tnat they ſhould ſend an Extract thereof, ſubſcribed by their Mode- 
rator and Clerk, to the Clerk of the Commiſſion of the Aſſembly, 
and thereafter, upon Advertiſement from the ſaid Commiſſion, 
"they ſhould ſend in the principal Subſcriptions and Money collected, 
to any Perſon whom the Society for Propagating Chriſtian Knowledpe, 
when conſtituted, ſhould appoint to receive the ſame, upon his 
Receipt thereof.

This Act produced a conſiderable Augmentation to the Fund 8 


for carrying on this Deſign. And Her Majeſty was ſo well pleasd 

with the Advances that were made in carrying it on, that on the 
25th of May 1709. She granted Letters Patent, to ere& and in- 
corporate a Society, by the Name of, The Society in Scotland- for 
Propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, Declaring, that in Conſideration of 
the Subſcribers being diffus'd in ſeveral Counties and remote Pla- 
ces, ſo that it was not eaſie for them to nominate and elect the 
Members, which ſuch a Corporation ought to conſiſt of, the firſt 
Nomination of the Members of the ſaid Society, ſhould be made by 
the Lord Preſident, and other Lords of the Council and Seſſion in 
Scotland, out of the Subſcribers; which Nomination was ordain'd 
to be recorded, with the Letters Patent, in the Regiſters of the 
Chancellary in Scotland. And Her Majeſty grants in theſe Letters 
Patent, That the ſaid Society have full Power to receive Subſcri- 
ptions, Mortifications, Donations, Legacies, Sums of Money, Lands, 
Goods, and Gear; and therewith to ere& and maintain Schools, 
to teach to Read, eſpecially the Holy Scriptures, and other good 
and pious Books; as alſo to teach Writing and Arithmetick, and 
ſuch like Degrees of Knowledge in the Highlands, Iflands, and re- 
mote Corners of Scerland, and other Parts of the World. That 
the Society have a General Meeting of the Members thereof Quar- 
terly at Edinburgh in the Town's Hall, the firſt Thurſday of Fanu- 
ary, March, June, and November Yearly, at Three of the Clock in 
the Afternoon, and oftner, when and where the Society ſhall think 
meet. That any Nine of the Members be a Quorum of the ſaid 
General Meeting, reſerving to the ſaid Lords of Seſſion, upon Ap- 
plication of the Society, a Power to alter the Quorum, as ſhall be 
needful.

That they make Rules and Ordinances for the better Go- 
vernment of the Society, at their Quarterly Meetings/ and at no 
other, provided that they be agreeable, and no ways contrary to the 
Laws and Conſtitutions of Scotland, in Church and State. That 
the Presbyteries, and other ſuperior Judicatories of the Church of 
Scotland, do make exact Enquiry into the Manner of Life and Con- 
ver ſation, and other Qualifications of ſuch as ſhall be employed as 
Teachers in any Capacity, to carry on this Chriſtian Work, be- 
fore they be ſa employed. That the Society, upon the Death of 
any of their Number, or of their Preſident, Treaſurer, Secretary, 
or other Officers or Servants, may, at the General Meeting, chuſe 
others to ſucceed ; and alſo impoſe Fines for Malverſation, &c. not 
exceeding Ten Pounds Sterling, beſides Damages to the Society, 
and others concern'd, & o 

That the Books of the Society be open, that fo every Subſcriber, 
their Heirs and Succeffors, may have Acceſs to ſee what Sums 
of Money are received by the Society, and how the ſame have been 
laid out. That the Society ſhall not diminiſh the Capital Stock 
that ſhall be ſubſcribed for, or mortify'd ; but only apply the Rents 
and Profits ariſing from the ſame. And all Magiſtrates, and other 
Subjects, are required, in their reſpective Stations, to give all pro- 
per and need ful Aſſiſtance to the ſais. Society. 

Purſuant to the ſaid Letters Patent, the Lords of Council and Seſſion 
did, on the ↄth Day of July 1709. nominate 8 1 of the Subſcribers to 
be the conſtituent Members of the Society in Scotland, and notify'd 
in Print the Letters Patent, together with the ſaid Nomination: 
And accordingly the Society were conven'd, and publiſh'd Propoſals 
for applying the Intereſt of the Money which 1s, or ſhall be contri- 
buted for advancing the Chriſtian Reformed Religion ; and ſince
